mon difficult problems confronting 
Tellowstone park ranters is to discov- 
er a method by which the over-friendly 
black bear can be discouraged and 
driven «W»T without permanent Injury 
to the bear. The disappearance of 
bama and bacon from campers' lard- 
ers, bruin's midnight forays Into the 
pantry and kitchen of ranger stations 
and government mess houses—all this 
petty banditry makes the black bear 
a real problem, and the rangers are 
determined to do something about It. 
. Park Rangers "Gus" Wylie. and 
Frank Child* thought they bad found 
the solution In the use of tear gas. 
Three black bears, ranging In age from 
two to five years, were selected as sub- 
jects for the experiment. 


The Brst bear was fired upon at • 


distance of 25 feeL The tiny 10-Inch. 
gnn almost leaped from Wylfe's hand. 
The gas sprayed the head and one side 
of the bear, but only startled him by 
the loud report, and he loped slowly 
away. Bear number two received the 
fill! charge in the face at a distance 
of 10 feet. At the detonation of the 
12-guage shell the bear Jumped, ran 
a short distance, and then quite un- 
concernedly, returned to the meat 
scraps he had been eating. 


finally a five-year-old mother ^as 


approached. Meat scraps enticed her 
within 5 feet from the spot where 
\Vyiie stood with the tear-gas gun. 
Childs stood by with a camera to pho- 
tograph the results. The bear sniffed 
at her lunch and looked up inquiring- 
ly at Write. Boom! went the tear-pas 
;nn white the camera clicked. Bui 
'.he bear did not go; she simply 
flinched, glanced back at her cubs, and 
then settled down to -enjoy the meat 
scraps. 


'Those bears certainly can take it" 


commented Wylie. "And to think we 
liad first planned to try it on a griz- 
zly I"
